souri’s Republican state conven­ 
tion elected Elroy W. Bromwich 
of St. Louis GOP national com­ 
mitteeman and Mrs. 
Horace S. 
Hedges of Kansas City as com- 
mitteewoman today, then endorsed 
Bromwich’s slate of 10 Eisenhower 
delegates at large to the Republi­ 
can national convention. 
The delegates are not formally 
pledged. But like the 22 district 
delegates chosen earlier, they are 
regarded as down-the-line support­ 
ers of the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket. 
The convention adopted a reso­ 
lution praising the President’s rec­ 
ord and calling for an all-out drive 
to re-elect him in November. 
Bromwich’s 
election—and 
the 
prompt endorsement of his dele­ 
gate 
slate 
without 
opposition- 
climaxed a night and a day of 
behind the scenes maneuvering. 
It was topped off by the con­ 
vention's action in accepting the 
resignation of the retiring national 
committeeman. A. D. “ Bud” Welsh 
of St. Lou is. He sent a letter say­ 
ing he wanted to give Browwich 
the advantage of his seniority. 
Normally the new national com­ 
mitteeman would not take office 
until after the national convention 
in San Francisco next August. But 
today’s convention accepted Wel­ 
sh’s suggestion and recommended 
that national chairman l^eonard W 
Hall seat Bromwich immediately. 
Browwich, 56. is a St. Louis man­ 
ufacturer of industrial tools and is 
an experienced fund raiser for the 
party—one of the committeeman s 
main jobs.

Bromwich told the convention he 
regarded his election as the first 
step toward unity in the Missouri 
party organization. And he pledged 
that a lf party business would be 
handled 
through

elected leaders. 
The party has been torn by dis­

Stacked up on the counters and 
in available corners are boxes of 
cards that were filled out by the 
voters at the seven schools and the 
courthouse during the three - day 
period from June 19 through 21. 
According to the procedure out­ 
lined by the state statutes, 
Jim 
Green and his staff will have to 
copy each one of these cards twice. 
If you multiply the figure of 7,500 
by two and take into consideration 
that each card has information on 
both sides, you will get an idea 
of the time-consuming job that con­ 
fronts the county clerk. Also, the 
cards must be sorted and filed 
three different, ways. 
One group of cards must be sort­ 
ed and filed alphabetically accord­ 
ing to the township and the other 
two groups must be 
sorted 
and 
filed 
alphabetically 
according to 
precinct. One of the later groups 
must be placed in books that are 
specially made for this purpose, to 
use at the polls. The other two 
groups are master files. 
Each card must also be checked 
for accuracy before they are filed 
as any mistakes could prevent a 
voter from casting his vote at the 
polls. 
Officials estimate that there are 
16,000 eligible 
voters 
in 
Sedalia 
which means that several thousand 
are not yet registered under the 
new' card system. 
All those who are not registered, 
can do so between now and July 
9 at the county clerk's office. Under 
the law, the books must close 28 
days before an election. The old 
system of registration under which 
you signed your name in a book 
has been discarded and these books 
will not be used again. 
Along with this mountainous task 
of completing registration by July 
9, many other duties must be car­ 
ried on in the county clerk s office. 
Just to mention a few of the other 
duties; hunting and fishing licenses, 
liquor and beer licenses, tax re­ 
ports to the state, farmers’ tax 
refunds, county road records, re­ 
ceiving and paying county 
bills, 
county payroll; all these services 
to the public must be continued. 
Some of the others that might 
be mentioned are preparing the 
election ballots, keeping records on 
county road construction and re­ 
pair and making various other re­ 
ports to the state

Sedalia JC Bandits 
Are Captured A fter 
Raid on Stagecoach 
Saturday M orning 


Six Sedalia Jaycees assumed th« 
role of bandits at 11 o’clock Satur­ 
day morning to stage a holdup in 
front of the courthouse of the Jeff­ 
erson City Jaycees’ stagecoach be­ 
ing driven through Sedalia on its 
way to the national Jaycee conven­ 
tion in Kansas City. 
They were thwarted in their at­ 
tempted robbery by special Sedalia 
Jaycee “ deputies" and Pettis Coun­ 
tv Sheriff John F. Taylor, but not 
before a strongbox under the driv­ 
er’s seat on the stagecoach was 
spirited away. It was destined for 
the convention and it is still not 
known whether it will ever arrive 
there. 
The bandits, all on horseback, 
came streaming out of the east- 
west alley in the 400 block of Ohio, 
across from the courthouse as the 
stagecoach drawn by four horses, 
crossed Fifth Street going north. 
The excitment of strange horses 
converging on them and the sound 
of cap pistols was too much for the 
stagecoach horses and they swung 
to the right, raced across the side­ 
walk and started up the courthouse 
lawn. Only the combined efforts of 
the coach drivers and a couple of 
onlookers who grabbed the reins of 
the lead horses stopped the stage­ 
coach from being pulled onto the 
sidewalk. 
The bandits seemed as surprised 
as the Jefferson City Jaycees at 
the turn of events but quickly re­ 
covered and ordered the drivers to 
back the team into the street. The 
strongbox was taken by one of the 
bandits, who raced away on foot 
w ith it and then returned without it 
to complete the holdup. 
Shortly afterwards, the deputies 
and Sheriff Taylor arrived and ar­ 
rested the bandits, taking their 
guns from them and ordering them 
to dismount. Sheriff Taylor snap­ 
ped handcuffs on them and led 
them up to the steps of the court­ 
house to receive justice. One of the 
deputies carried a rope with a 
hangman’s noose in it. 
Momentary 
con fusion 
resulted 
when Magistrate Frank Armstrong 
was found to be in the middle of a 
busy session of court, but Sheriff 
Taylor said he thought the hand it* 
should be allowed to go free pro­ 
viding they promised not to rob 
any 
more 
stagecoaches 
passing 
through Sedalia. 
There were some demands for a 
fan* trial and others for a hang­ 
ing. but the bandits vowed to be­ 
have themselves and the sheriff 
unlocked the handcuffs. Some of 
the Jefferson City Jaycees tried to 
steal the key but failed, and the 
attempt was dropped as soon as it 
was learned that the Sedalia Jay-

But nerve fatigue is caused by more 
than home noises resulting from our 
modern way of living. 
Whoever expected to witness a 
pistol-popping holdup of a stage coach 
in Sedalia in the year 1956. For those 
imexpecting such an event the perform­ 
ance was a bit spine-chilling, it was a 
publicity gimmick in which the Jefferson 
City and Sedalia Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce members participated.

creases the pulse, quickens blood pres­ 


sure, upsets the normal rhythum of the 
heart and results in nerve exhaustion 
and strain. Loss of sleep, upset digestion,

“ Are you familiar, Mr. Trippe, with the fact 
that on Jan. 28, 19.54 Mr. Lewis, as assistant 
secretary of the Air Force, formally approved 
this contract?” demanded counsel Herb Maletz, 
who had takeo over the questioning.

Ward has b ecome a politician. As 
head W estchester County worker 
for Stevenson for President, she 
settles into a telephone hunch with 
the ease of a teen-ager. She ar­ 
ranges 
meetings, 
answers q ues­ 
tions, gathers funds, makes speech­ 
es and totals figures. 
For this work Mrs. Ward is paid 
enough to cover her ex penses and 
the cost of a b ab y-sitter for her son, 
new five years old. She enjoys the 
work and feels her youngsters are 
interested and proud. 
But she also feels her children 
should not b e deprived “ while I 
indulge myself in politics.” So her 
near-home office is always open to 
her two older children's trail of 
phone calls for permissions and 
personal visits for “enough to get 
a b aseb all m itt.” 
“ Also, when 1 get home I give 
the children my undivided attention 
during the supper and early eve­ 
ning hours.

The telephone company ob ­ 
jects, b ut I feel this is the only 
way to give youngsters the affec­ 
tion and companionship they need” 
she says 
Mrs. Ward gives a relax ed laugh: 
“ Of course, 1 do find myself b aking 
cookies at midnight.” 
Mrs. Ward is more interested in 
working in politics on a local level 
than she is in b ecoming a candi­ 
date herself. 
Informing residents 
ab out their district leaders and cur­ 
rent program s, she feels, gets them 
interested in regular political ex ­ 
pressions rather than a once-every- 
four-years phone call. 
Canvassing for funds she enjoys

contrib utions, to whatever party 
and however small, are important. 
“They b elay the large pressure- 
group contrib utions.
